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ABOLISH PARTIES? WHAT FOR?

T HE great outer, of some 'reformers" of the present day is that 
parties are corrupting our political life—particularly that na¬ 
tional party politics is corrupting our local politics. 

Acting on this theory, some of the reformers in die Milwau¬ 
kee charter convention lay special stress upon the banishment of all 
parties from the ballot at municipal elections. They hope, thereby, to 
banish all evil and to elect so-called "good men.” simply because they 
are "good men." 

... 

However, one might ask, if parties arc such an evil in local elec¬ 
tions, why are they not an evil in state elections? A state election is a 
local election on a larger scale. 

And why not also banish parties from national tickets? A national 
election is a state election on a larger scale. 

... 

Furthermore, we slioulil like to know in what way does the na¬ 
tional pa>-ty corrupt local politics in N'cw York? Does the national 
Republican or the national Democratic party corrupt pure, innocent 
Tammany Hall? And do the "gray wolves” in the Chicago .common 
council receive their impetus front Theodore Roosevelt or from Wil¬ 
liam Jennings Bryan? 

And while I ant not an admirer of the Democratic party at all, 
still I do not believe tliat Bryan is in any wax responsible for the do¬ 
ings of Mayor Rose and his city Democracy. 

... 

If one looks a little c'.iser at some of the men who are proposing 
to destroy all political parties, one is apt to find the following types: 

l. The average bourgeois ideologist, who is looking for some ex¬ 
planation of the political rottenness, and would under n.i circumstances 
blame it to "business men in politics" and to legal graft. Such an 
opinion might interfere with the respect for himself, his best 
friends, and for capitalism in general. 

2. The old exploiter, politician or lawyer, grown w ealthy by business 
graft, or legal graft, but who in his old age has retired from business 
and is trying to appear “good." And if he lias often been defeated on 
some old party ticket because of the well merited hatred of the voters, 
then he is apt to flatter himself that he would liave had better chances if 
there were no parties. 

No doubt this is the case of the Baron Friedrich Wilhelm Ewald 
von Cotzhausen. However, I will say that his chances could have been 
improved by the non-existence of parties only in case the Czar of 
Russia should make the appointments. 

... 

As a matter of fact a democracy (the rule of the demos, the peo¬ 
ple)—or a republic (res publico, government by the people) is im¬ 
possible scithout political parties. 

As long as we have democracy, and particularly, representative de¬ 
mocracy. parties will be absolutely necessary for its expression. There 
will be either anarchy and crude factionalism or organized political 
parties. 

Men who politically organize around some issues and for the same 
class interest, will always form a party—no matter by what name it is 
called, or whether they call it a party or not 

... 

The reformers—and, by the way, I do not at all claim that Baron 
von Cotzhauscn is a teformer, he is too old to reform— who are try¬ 
ing to smash parties because they arc corrupting political life, arc: act¬ 
ing in exactly the same way as the workmen of old, who wanted to 
smash the machines because they thought that the machines were re¬ 
sponsible for their poverty. However, it is not the machine that 
keeps the workmen poor, but it is the capitalist ownership of the ma¬ 
chine. 

And in exactly the same way it is not the parties that are to 
blame for the political rottenness of our public life, but it is the capi¬ 
talist ownership of the ruling parties. 

... 

Parties are as necessary in our political life as machines are in 
our industrial life. 

Parties in the end are simply the political expression of economic 
interests. 

It is therefore only natural that class interest must sooner or 
later prevail In all parties. And any effort to suppress this is stupid, 
reactionary and absolutely undemocratic. 

If the working class—or any other class, for that matter—is not 
permitted to express Its opinion and demands through parties, then 
these opinions and demands will be expressed through the bomb, the 
dagger, the pistol and finally through bloody revolution. 

* * * 

However, the majority report of the special committee of the 

charter convection of Milwaukee tries to provide for a bill to abolish 

parties altogether. 

All candidates who can scare up the signatures of jt per cent of 
the voters on their petitions, are to be placed at random on the ballot 
—and all party names or designations are to be eliminated. There is 
to be nothing on the ballot excepting the name of the person seeking 
the office. 

• • * 

Now if this majority report is adopted it will elimiiuitc all prin¬ 
ciples and Ideas from municipal elections and concentrate all attention 
upon the office seekers. 

Dave Rose's motto, “Tltis'dying for principle is all rot,” will then 
be embodied in the charter by his supposed enemies, the "reformers.” 
Principle will be nothing—the person of the office seeker will be 
everything. 

Every election would be a catch-as-catch-can affair. It would be 
the Eldorado for boodlers, grafters and crooks. It would be just the 
very condition any grasping corporation could wish for. 

* • • 

And the office seeker with tlie most money to spend—particularly 
the so-called "good fellow." who knows how to spend it in the saloons 
to the best advantage, or who has friends who can do the trick for him 
—would be the winner. Or the men who can afford to advertise the 
most, or those backed up by the biggest newspapers, would have the 
best chances to win out. 

The next best chance would be for the man who belongs to many 
secret societies or to many church societies, where they distribute 
ballots after the church service on the Sunday before election. 

* * • 

Now, I say all this, although I might also add that there is one 
tremendous factor in this city, a big- organization, which would also 
have a very good chance under that method, and that is the Social- 
Democratic party, simply on the strength of our organization. Only 
the new method would require a good deal more work. 

However, this method would demoralize all the other forces for 
goad. It would undo a great deal of the work that our party, with 
the-help of men who also possess the civic conscience, has accomplished 
heretofore. 

And it would infinitely increase the chances for corruption. The 
corporations and grafters would have to deal with individuals only, 
Instead of dealing with organizations. 

. * • • 

For we must not forget that at the present day, no matter how 
rotten a party may be, it is to a certain extent responsible to the peo¬ 
ple who voted that ticket for the selection of its candidates. These 
candidates may be grafters and rascals. The party b beyond any doubt 
responsible for then to the people. Even Tammany Hall In New 
York b responsible to a certain extent. And the Cook county Democ¬ 
racy, with its "gray wolves” and our city Democracy with its hyenas, 
is held responsible by_the people. > 

Abolish all parties and nobody would be responsfSle to the peo¬ 
ple. We should have absolute political anarchy.

In 
A * A ne -t ca-e the refusal was based on the gross ignorance 
displayed by thr applicants. 

"Sixty five applicants were examined, and of these only thirty 
were admitted to citizenship. Eight were refused absolutely, 
while twenty -even were continued for thirty, sixty- anil ninety 
days, when they will lie given another oppirtumty to qualify. 

"Some of the cases were surprising. More than one of the 
applicants confessed that they have lxx-n voting for national, stale 
anil locai officials for five years, but that they did not know whom' 
they voted for. Many could not tell anything about the govern¬ 
ment. 

" 'Who makes tlie law* for the -tate?' 'Jkave Rose.’ 

"That was a typical question ami reply. Many of those who 
voted for president last fall didn't have the least glimmering no¬ 
tion who was elected or for whom they themselves had voted. 

“Roosevelt and Rose were the two public, characters with 
whom the applicants seemed most thoroughly acquainted, and 
from the tenor of tint answers received in many cases, it ap|M-areil 
that many of our foreigners have gathered a hazy, but persistent, 
impression. that Roosevelt and Rose really are th* ‘whole works,’ 
the wliolc federal, state and city government. 

“Absolute Ignorance regarding the existence of a state legis¬ 
lature or a congress wa» frequent, and afiplicant after applicant 
who tola of voting at the last two national elections and at the 
intervening state rluclion could not give the least idea as to what 
officta!s*hc voted for, beyond the fact that he ‘voted for Roose¬ 
velt' or 'voted for Rose' as the ease might he."

(Special Correspondence.) 

Madison, Wi*., Jan. 21: The So¬ 
cial-Democratic legislative group 
find themselves in a somewhpt dif¬ 
ferent situation this session from 
that whitit confronted its members 
two yeais ago. At tliat time the 
Half-breed wing of the Republican 
party was in control. This time it is 
a copper-bottomed, steel-bound 
combination of the reactionary ele¬ 
ments of the old Half-breed crowd, 
under the lead of Stephenson and 
Davidson and the frankly stalwart 
, stand-pat crowd. These constitute 
by far the larger part, of both 
■houses , and will be responsible' for 
whatever legislation gets through at 
Madison this session. The Demo¬ 
crats cut no figure to speak of. 

The sessions are being held in the 
new wing now partly completed, 
with committee rooms, etc., still un¬ 
ready for occupancy. 

And this is the hinge of the first 
incident of the session, of any im¬ 
portance. For this lack of facilities 
for committee work was made the 
reason for postponing any positive" 
legislative work until after the 25th 
of-January, at which time the elec- 
tiou of the United States senator 
must take place according to law.

of the rooms not being available— 
an opportunity to go home for the 
intervening period, there would be 
no other huranei? dene than the in¬ 
troduction of bilk—-00 roll call, nor 
any other formalities tliat would 
"interfere wjtb t^e labors of the 
bu»y members”— vdto were prepar¬ 
ing" their biffjL' 

The SajlQC.nitocratic member 
of the cotnmjUft was not blind to

“Most of the leaders of the Inde¬ 
pendent 1-ahnr party were also 
prominent in the trade union move¬ 
ment, and thus a link was estab¬ 
lished between trade unionism and 
Socialism, which has gone on 
strengthening front that day to this.

(19061 29 members of the I.abor 
jiarn were returned to the house of 
common-.

The many who produced the 
wealth arc in want for nearly 
everything worth while. 

The few wlxi never do anvthing 
useful are surfeited with excessive 
luxury. 

Tins condition is liad for both. 

Socialism provides the golden 
mean between these two extremes. 

This condition is wholly due to 
the fact that a few arc permitted to 
own the things which the many 
must use in order to earn a living. 

Socialism says that those things 
which must lie used collectively 
shall be owned collectively. 

Then, the people who do the ne¬ 
cessary and useful mental and man¬ 
ual work will receive the full bene¬ 
fit of their labor.
